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Cow Testing In The West 


In Future Work Will Be Done By’ 
Provinces 

Although the senior dairy promoter 
of the Dominion Dairy Branch reports 
in the Agricultural Gazette of Canada, | 
a decrease in the number of herds and 
cows tested in the western provinces 
in 1920, he feels justified in the ex- 
pectation that there will be a consid- 
erable increase in the work this year, 
the returns for which will naturally 
not be in until early in 1923. Up to 
the present the work has been carried 
on conjointly by the Dominion and 
provincial deaprtments of agriculture, 
but henceforth the testing will be left 
entirely to the province, the Domin- 
fon continuing to pay the expenses 
and keeping the records, 

Cow testing is not onlv essentin! tr 
building up a dairy herd, but {s also 
needed to maintain the standard of 
production already reached. There 
are poor producers in every herd, and 
they can be identified and” eliminated 
only by keeping records of production 
and cost of feed. In Alberta the de- 
crease recorded is attributed to a 
break in the work owing to the resig- 
nation of the provincial promoter. In 
Saskatchewan the slight decrease is 
attributed to the unusual vagaries and 
severity of the weather; but a lot of 
propaganda and demonstration work 
is being done In addition, a “Great- 
er Average Pro@uction” contest has 
been organized by the provincial dairy 
branch. In Manitoba the work is be- 
ing promoted through the boys’ and 
girls’ clubs and by the extension serv- 
j-e of the province in co-operation 
with the Dominion Dairy Branch,

IRREGULAR TEETH 


By REA PROCTOR McGEB, 
D.D.S., M.D., Editor of “Oral 
Hygiene"

When the teeth come into their na- 
tural position in the mouth there is 
seldom any disturbanée during the 
process of eruption. 

Teeth that are irregular require | 
much more effort on the part of na- 
ture than those that are normal. | 

It is like the ninety and nine that 
went not astray. The good sheep 
caused no trouble and walked right 
into the fold, but the one irregular one 
kept the shepherd out all night in the 
wet when he should have been asleep. 

One of the causes of irregularity in 
the teeth is the uneven development 
of the jaw bones themselves due to 
the effect of childhood’s fevers and to 
abscesses or too early loss or too long 
retention of temporary teeth. 

The density or hardness of the jaw! 
bones is produced by the orderly lay- 
ing down of lime salts any inflamma: | 
tion may cause this. 

More than usual resistance to the 
movemeht of an erupting tooth 
through the bone will cause the tooth 
either to choose the route of least re- 
sistance or to give up hope and be- 
come impacted, that is, not to erupt 
at all, 

Whenever the teeth of a child are 
irregular that child suffers not only 
from lack of proper mastication and 
appearanco and form of the mouth 
and face, but actually from a very 
considerable backward pressure of 
blood from the region of the jaws. 

This causes adenoids and conges- 
tion of the membranes of the nose 
and in a great many instances nerys 
ous conditions that interfere with the 
disposition and development of the 
child. Irregular teeth should be 
straightened at the first opportunity. |

Discovers New Planet 


Professor Dugan of Princeton College 
Gives Some Particulars 

The new planet discovered recently 

by Dr. Hartmann, of the University 

of La Plata, Argentina, South Amer- 

ica, is an asterold of about two miles 

in diameter, according to Prof. R. S. 


Dugan, of the Princeton University 
Department of Astronomy. This 
planet is one of about a thousand 
which have been discovered in the 


constellation cetus during the 
century, the professor pointed out, 
“These asteroids move between the 


earth and the stars and lie between 
the orbits of Mars and Jupiter,” said 
Prof, Dugan. “The chief points of 
interest concerning them are their 
ocations; whether near or far from 
he earth, their size and the peculiar 
paths in which they move, they are 
comparatively small, ranging in dia- 


meter from one-half to several hun- 
dred miles, and thelr average dis- 
tance from the earth is 260,000,000

Adulterated 
Foods 


BY LORETTO C. LYNCH 


An Acknowledged Expert in 
All Matters Pertaining to 
Household Management. 


“A vendor came to my home the 
other day, asking me to buy some 
foods which he said he was selling on 
commission for a wholesale house. I 
felt very sorry for this man, and so I 
bought a number of things from him. 
So did my neighbors. We never 
heard of any of the brands before, and 
80 we are wondering if they contain 
adulterants. I am enclosing a list of 
the foods. Could you tell me of any 
simple method by which a housewife 
can detect adulterants?” 

So writes. a woman: who probably 
tried to help in the problem of unem- 
ployment and yet has the health of 
her family at heart. 

To detect adulterant in ground sof- 
fee shake some of it into cold water. 
Pure coffee usually floats, while the 
average adulterant sinks, Chicory 
colors the water a brownish red. 

To test your lemon extract-to a test 
tube nearly filled with water add one 
teaspoonful of the extract. If the 
real lemon {s present it will come out 
of solution and will give a turbid ap- 
pearance to the solution and will form 
an oily layer on the top of the water. 
If the solution remains clear after 
diluting with water very little, if any, 
oil of lemon is present. 

To detect alum in baking powder 
put some logwood chips in a small 
agateware dish, cover with water 
and bring to a boil. Throw the 
water away. Do this three times, 
then save the fourth extract. Fill 
a test tube half full of water and add 
one level teaspoonful of Ahe baking 
powder you to wish to test. 

Warm it and shake it until effer- 
vescence ceases, then add a drop or 
two of hydrochloric acid to make the 
solution acid. To this solution add 
four or five drops of the logwood ex- 
tract. A bluish red color indicates 
the presence of alum. A yellow col- 
or shows its absence. Try a small 
bit of alum dissolved in water to be- 
come familiar with the color you 
should look for, 

To test for artificial coloring in Jel- 
lies is the same test that we use for 
artificial coloring in candies. Place 
some of the sample in water and boil 
to dissolve it. Place in this liquid a 
few pieces of white woolen yarn and 
boil for five or ten minutes,~-stirring 
occasionally. Remove the yarn and 
wash in hot water. If it remains 
brightly colored the presence of arti- 
ficial dyes is shown. To make the 
test more certain, boil the yarn so 
|colored in diluted ammonia for five 
jminutes. The artifiicial coloring mat- 
ter will dissolve in ammonia, 

If this is colored, add hydrochloric 
jacid drop by drop until the solution 
jis acid, as tested by blue litmus paper. 
In this solution now place some fresh 
white yarn and boil. Remove and 
wash in water. If the yarn is color- 
ed the presence of artificial dyes is 
proved positively. 9 
| The chemicals, test tubes, litmus 
paper and so on required in these 
tests can be obtained for a few 
cents at any drug store, An alco- 
{hol lamp can be used as a source of 
theat if gas is not available, Further 
tests are described in Bulletin No. 100 
lof the Bureau of Chemistry, United 
States Department of Agriculture, 
which may be obtained by sending 10 
cents in coin to the Superintendent of 
Documents, Washington, D.C.

A French aviator has beaten the 

Speed record of the world, realizing a 


from New South Wales. [speed of 330 kilometres, or 205 miles 


and hour—828 feet a second. 

He remained all the time only 60 
feet above the earth, and it is sald 
that, in spite of his tremendous speed, 
he landed with remarkable ease. 

It is interesting .to compare the dif- 
ferent speeds realized by this aviator 
in his endeavor to achieve the world’s 
record during the last two years. 

In 1919 he flew 164 miles an hour; 
in February, 1920, he first flew 170 
miles, and then 175; last October he 
reached a speed of 181 miles, then

had flown 198 miles, and now he suc: |

Canada's Opportunity 


Teelings of unrest and the state of depression which have pre- 
vailed in Canada are but a reflex of similar conditions throughout 
the world, and the cause’can be attributed very largely and directly 
to conditions brought about by the Great War.” Only through a 
general improvement in world conditi®ns can a permanent better- 
ment be effected, but in the bringing about of that general world im- 
provement cach nation has a part to play. In addition, each nation 
must assidiously set to work to overcome existing difficulties and 
find a solution for present problems as they are found to exist in cach 
particular country, 

The conference on the limitation of armaments at Washington 
is one important step towards bringing about what cannot fail to be 
a vital factor in reducing the burden now imposed on the economic 
structure of tle world, and in lowering the tremendous load of taxa 
tion levied on all peoples. Aside from the enormous reductions to 
be effected in war expenditures, the agreement for limitation of 
armaments, which now seems assured, will have an even more bene- 
ficial effect because the result must be to greatly reduce the danger 
of war in the future, thereby giving confidence and stability to world 
finance, trade and commerce 

‘The successful outcome of ihe negotiations between the British 
Government and the representatives of Southern Ireland is a second 
and cnormously important step towards a rehabilitation of confid- 
ence throughout the English-speaking world. [Tt means much to 
the whole British Empire as it removes the one great danger spot 
of friction and ill-will within the Empire. ‘he solution of the Irish 
problem also means a betterment in the relations between the Em- 
pire and the people of the United States, and this is of the greatest 
impertance to Canada and cannot fail to have a st adying and bene 
cial effect in this Dominion. 

A third event, bound to have a good effect on business condi 
tions throughout the Dominion, is the holding of the general election 
in this country, when, for the first time in a decade, the people have 
had a free and untrammelied opportunity to pass judgment on ques 
tions of purely domestic policy. Until a verdict of the people was 
obtained there was bound to be a considerable degree of political 
unrest and business uncertainty. The people of Canada had be- 
come divided into several groups on economic questions and the im-- 
pression prevailed gencrally that for a period of years it was going 
to be extremely difficult to carry on government in this country 
without resort to log-rolling and the making of dangerous comprom 
ises This 


inevi had an adverse elfect on business and the 
people as a whole 
Quite apart, therefore, from any consideration as to which one

‘Doubt Helicopter Proving Practical 'Rich Embroidery Trims a 
Coat of Poiret Twill 


Criticism of Expert Includes Review 
of Machine's Imperfections 

Doubts as to whether the helicopter 
will revolutionize flying and become 
really a challenge to the airplane are 
expressed by Major C. C. Turner, edl- 
tor of Aeronautics, iate officer in the 
Royal Air Force, in an article ‘ontrib- 
\prces by him to the London Observer. 
Experiments with helicopters—-ma- 
chine with horizontal screws giving 
vertical ascension—are being carried 
on in many countries, and in Great 
Britain, the United States and France, 
are helped by the respective govern- 
ments, ‘The results of late have been 
far more encouraging to the inventors 
than were those obtained before the 
war, due to some extent to the air- 
{plane research under the stimulus of 
the world conflict. 

Major Turner, however, states that 
references to helicopter experiments 
tare often sensational. It is made to 
appear that vertical flight is what 
the whole aeronautical world is 
jbreathlessly awaiting and that it will 
‘revolutionize flying, since it would 
enable machines to land on flat roofs 
jand to hover over an enemy. Major 
Turner seriously doubts whether even 
{complete success with the helicopter 
‘would make much difference; al- 
though he would not go so far as to 
Say that the experiments are without 
scientific value.

Noiseless Room Made 
For Sound Research 


University of Utrecht Has Most Re- 
markable Room in World 

It is said that the physiological 
institute of the University of Utrecht 
{possesses what is probably the most 
remarkable room in the world, a 
chamber about seven and a half feet 
Square, which is claimed to be abso- 
lutely noiseless as far as the entrance 
of sounds from outside is concerned, 
{It is on the top storey of a laboratory 
building, and is an inside room, but is 
‘so arranged that it can be ventilated 
‘and flooded with sunshine. The walls, 
|floor and ceiling each consist of half a 
dozen layers of different substances 
With alr spaces and interstices filled 
with sound-deadening matcrials. Some 
persons when in the room experi- 
ence a peculjar sensation in the ears. 
While every + effort has been made 
to exclude sounds that are not want- 
ed, of course, the object of con- 
structing this singuldf room was to 
experiment with phenomena con- 
nected with sound. Some of the 
sounds emp oyed are made In the 
room itself; others are introduced 
from outside by means of a copper 
tube, which is plugged with lead 
when not in use.

Pure-Bred Bulls, Rams and Boars Dis- 
tributed to Improve Canadian 
Herds and Flocks 

A statement issued by the Livestock 
Branch of the Dominion Department 
of Agriculture shows that since the 
adoption in 1918 of the policy of dis- 
tributing pure-bred bulls in*newly set- 
tled districts and backward sections of 
the different provinces, in all 3,408 
bulls have been so distributed, an av- 
erage of 878.6 for each of the nine 
years, Of the total Alberta has re- 
ceived 755, Saskatchewan 752, Mant- 
\toba 333, Quebec 928, Ontario 277, the 
Maritime Provinces 201 and British 
Columbia 162, What is known as the 
jcar-lot policy was adopted by the same 
} Under the terms the 
jreasonable transportation expenses in- 
curred by farmers residing in Canada 
, who purchase stock at central stock- 
jyards for return to country points, are 
met, Under this policy farmers in 
Eastern Canada are entitled to ship 
from stockyards to country points, 
female breeding stock—cattle, sheep 
or hogs—without payment of freight 
provided the animals are not purchas- 
ed for speculative purposes, In 
{Western Canada the policy applies to 
stocker and feeder cattle as well. The 
policy came in force regarding the 
western stockyards in 1916, and as re- 
gards the eastern yards in 1918. Al- 
together in the four years and three 
months involved the expenses have 
been met of the shipment of 74,744 
steers, 57,776 heifers and 26,910 sheep. 

A third policy in force is the loaning 
of pure-bred rams and boars and the 
payment of premiums for the use of 
such stock. 
aged many farmers throughout the Do- 
minion to purchase pure-bred animals. 
Up to the end of 1920, 506 rams and 
|92 boars had been distributed and 622 
premiums paid. In connection with 
this policy demonstrations are held in 
sheep husbandry methods. In future,

The wool from the farms of the 
provinces of Manitoba and Saskatche- 
wan sold through the wool-growers’ 
co-operative organization and graded 
by Dominion Government graders has 
graded lower, been harder to sell, and 
as a result fetched lower prices than 
that from other provinces, Not only 
is this true when the comparison is 
made with the range wool, where dit- 
ferent breeding and conditions would 
justify the difference, but it is also 
true when these wools are compared 
with the domestic wools of Bastern 
Canada, where the flocks are of sifnl-° 
lar breeding and are fed under farm 
conditions, There is no inherent dis- 
advantage in the climatic or other 
;conditions of these provinces to justl- 
fy this inferiority. It is due wholly 
to poor methods in the breeding, feed- 
ing and handling of the farm flocks. A 
few years ago the butter from these 
provinces had an equally bad reputa- 
tion, now it takes its place with the 
very best. That change was brought 
about by intelligent improvement in 
the dairy end of farming and butter- 
making. A similar improvement 
could be made in the quality of our 
wool, 

The faults in the woo) which reduce 
the grade are chiefly two, viz., “burry 
and seedy” and “dark.” “Burry and 
seedy” is a trade term which covers 
more than burs and seeds, Any kind 
jor vegetable matter in the woo) will 
\Dut it into this grade, Chaff js prob- 
ably the principal offender in western 
wool, and is very objectionable. It 
‘is impossible to get it all cleaned@ut 
'by any known process. Most of it is 
removed but the operation is expen- 
‘sive. Some particles remain and get 
into the cloth, They will not take 
jthe dye and make an unsightly blem- 
ish in the cloth. Consequently wool 
buyers fight shy of ‘burry and seedy.” 
Last year (1920) twenty per cent. of 
the Manitoba and Saskatchewan do- 
mestic wool graded “burry and seedy.” 
‘The price of “low medium combing,” 
which was our principal grade, was 
twenty cents; “burry and seedy” of 
the same quality brought fifteen and 
\three-quarter cents. Consequently the 
jloss on this grade was very serious, 

A conference of representatives of 
departments of agriculture and {inter- 
jested organizations was held in Re- 
jgina on Augusf 4. The following 
{vecommendations were made by that 
|conference;— 

“(1) To eliminate “burry and seedy” 
| wool— 

(a) Never allow sheep to run or feed 
around straw stacks, 

(b) Use proper feeding racks tight- 
ly boarded to within six or seven in- 
\ches of the ground so as to prevent 
chaff getting into the neck and head 
‘wool, Use of slanting racks recom- 
mended on account of larger capacity 
and allowing of easier filling, feeding 
openings to be six or seven inches 
vertically and about three inches wide, 

(c) If sheep are fed on the ground, 
never throw feed over their backs, 
\Keep sheep out of the yard while feed 
13 being placed on the ground, provid- 
Ing seperate yard in which to confine 
them while this is being done. 

(d) In selecting breeding animals, 
greater care should be exercised, 
special efforts being ynade to get rams 
and ewes having dense, compact 
fleeces which will shed chaff and other 
refuse. This does not necessarily in- 
volve cross-breeding but may be prac: 
tised within the breed now used. 

(e) If only the neck and shoulder of 
a fleece contain quantities of chaff or 
straw this portion of the fleece should 
be removed at shearing time and tied 
and sacked separately, This pi6vea: 
jure, however, {s not advised where the 
jWhole fleece is affected, but is desir- 
‘able where the removal of a small 
portion would raise the balance of the 
fleece into the straight grades,
